Section  3 Assignment:  A Further  Look  at  Parenting 

Read  all  parts  of  your  assignment  carefully  and  record  your  answers  in  the  appropriate 
places. 

1.  Read  the  following  description  and  then,  in  two  or  three  paragraphs,  explain  how  ready  you 
think  the  couple  described  is  for  parenting.  Be  specific  in  your  answer. 

Claudia  and  Rolf  have  been  married  for  two  years.  Claudia,  who’s  22,  wants  to  begin 
having  children  right  away.  All  her  life  she’s  wanted  to  have  a large  family  like  the  one 
she  grew  up  in,  and  she  hopes  to  be  a stay-at-home  mother.  She  loves  children  and  has 
experience  working  at  day-care  centres  and  as  a counsellor  at  summer  camps.  Claudia  has 
few  occupational  skills  and  is  now  working  at  a minimum- wage  job — a job  she'd  love  to 
give  up  for  the  role  of  mother  and  homemaker. 

Rolf,  25  years  old,  was  brought  up  an  only  child,  and  he  isn’t  at  all  sure  he’s  ready  to  be  a 
father  yet.  He’s  had  little  experience  with  children.  Though  he  has  a good  job,  he’d  like  to 
take  two  years  to  upgrade  his  skills  at  a community  college  to  increase  his  chances  for 
advancement,  and  he  needs  Claudia’s  financial  support  while  studying.  Rolf  is  also 
enjoying  the  freedom  that  results  from  being  independent  and  having  few  responsibilities. 
He  likes  going  out  with  friends,  playing  a lot  of  sports,  and  spending  time  alone  with  his 
wife.  He  enjoys  having  a bit  of  money  to  spend  on  himself  and  Claudia,  but  he’s  also 
concerned  about  setting  up  himself  and  his  wife  on  a sound  financial  footing  and,  if 
possible,  saving  for  the  future. 

One  thing  that  both  Rolf  and  Claudia  are  sure  of  is  that  they  have  a strong  relationship. 
Both  are  healthy,  well-adjusted  people,  though  Claudia  has  a few  problems  with 
budgeting  and  time  management.  Rolf  s biggest  problem  is  probably  his  fear  of  taking  on 
responsibilities  before  he’s  absolutely  sure  he’s  ready  for  them.
